before the sensational firing 
of James Shurtleff, former 
City Manager. Courtney's name 
never appeared in print howev- 
er, only the names of such as- | 
pirants as Town Manager John 
F. Kennedy of Norwood, former 
mayor Joseph Gugliemo of Camb- 
ridge, and former Mayor John 
Cc. Carr of Medford. 

Courtney has nothing to say 
about the story and his only 
reply to questions has been 
‘no comment’. A former resi- 
dent of Medford, he was an as- 
sistant to Shurtleff for sev~- 
eral years, a position which 
he held three years ago at the 
time when he was elected Town 
Manager of Wilmington,

SCHOOL COSTS AND GRASS ROOTS 
Money is tighter, interest rates are going up, 
ard costs are not coming down. All over the na- 
tim more schools and more teachers are needed. 
It seems inevitable that we'll reach a point 
sometime when we'll have to stop making each 
school fancier and more luxurious than the last 
In voting money for new schools we have in| 
general followed the recommendations of the 
school building committees. These committees, 
because we have accepted state aid, have ac- 
cepted the state recommendati ms of minimum 
standards. The minimum standards, dreamed up by 
school architects and school building supply 
people, have resulted in our building schools 
over which we oh and ah. What would happen if 
our school building committees bluntly said, 
"We haye to have more classroom space. We would 
love to have beautiful, beautiful schools, but 


dump was being passed around in Wakefield. Now 
Reading has had a communication from the State 
Board of Health which recommends that the town 
discontinue burning at its dump site and change 
over to the sanitary land-fill methai of refuse 
disposal. 

It was further recommended "that Reading in 
cooperation with nearby communities make a 
joint effort to study the feasibility of con- 
structing a regional incinerator to serve the 
future needs of these communities.' 


Wilmingt m's dump situation, less dramatic, 
hasn't had sox many stories written about it 
this fall, but we dohave to remember that the 
State Board of Health has condemned air dump. 
It is being operated now during a period of 
grace, just until we have a chance to do some- 
thing about it. Presumably that period of grace 
will not extend beyond the annual town meeting 
in March. 

Last year the article for rubbish collection 
was turned down. If a similar article is turned 
down this year, and if there is no other arti- 
cle in the warrant to provide for municipal 
dumping, we would seem to be in a position to 
have court actim taken against us. 

A municipal incinerator is expensive, too ex- 
pensive for one town to operate. A regional in- 
cinerator sounds interesting, as a long range 
proposition. We hope’ we look into it. 

In the meantime, we have our annual town meet- 
ing to look forward to, at which time we will 
have to vote on something about a dump. We per- 
force wi'll have to lose our unsavory reputation
